waiting for a train to carry him west. 
and while waiting he entered into 
conversation with a gentleman who 
sat near him, and the talk soon turned 
upon the baltim ore and Ohio railroad. 
The local man expressed surprise th a t 
the great system had no line In the 
Ohio valley to Pittsburg, am f the 
stranger eagerly took up the words. 
"It, will not be long until the b alti­ 
more and Ohio gets Into Pittsburg 
1 hat way.” he said earnestly, "and I 
happen to know what I am talking 
about. When the Wheeling and Luke 
Erie was built to Steubenville here 
the council fought, them a! every turn, 
and fought them hard.
